A dispatch from St. Petersburg to 
a news ag ency dated yesterday says 
there has been no chang e in the sit­ 
uation and that all is quiet on both 
land and sea. 
Between the Russian 
line from Ping Yang to the Yalu river 
and the J apanese line to Gensan, there 
have been slig ht skirmishes between 
scouts, but no battle has taken place, 
as the distance between the opposing 
armies is g reat. 
The bulk of the 
Russian forces, the dispatch adds, has 
not yet passed the Yalu river. 
A 
St. 
Petersburg 
correspondent 
sa ys 
that 
the 
military 
authorities 
were startled by the attempt of the 
J apanese to land in Helena bay, as 
the nearest Russian force that could 
have been used ag ainst them consist­ 
ed of three rifle reg iments at New 
Chwang . 
The weather having hinder­ 
ed the J apanese landing , energ etic 
measures are now being adopted to 
prevent such a descent. 
Among the other devices adopted 
has been the concentration of troops 
at Foo Chow, twenty-two miles south 
of Helena bay. 
In cabling the fact that all British

Chwang must remain within the walls, 
a correspondent at New Chwang says: 
"I was arrested while attempting to 
lea ve yesterday.” 
The correspondent 
sa ys It is reported that a J apanese 
squadron arrived at the mouth of the 
Liao river Saturday nig ht and landed 
a party which, efter ’Yeconnoitering , 
re-embarked. 
A correspondent at New Chwang 
cables as follows: 
“ According to in­ 
formation received here the reason 
the Vladivostok forts did not reply to 
the bombardment by the J apanese was 
because the batteries were not pro­ 
vided with g uns.

The Russian losses were slig ht be­ 
cause the 
batteries 
were deserted 
The same conditions prevail at Via 
divostok as at Port Arthur. 
The sup­ 
ply of provisions there is running 
short, and the population is panic- 
stricken 
The ice is considered the 
only real protection.”
